errect vision, it Is bmportant that: 
students of all ages have their cycs 
examined — perlodically. 


The usual method of testing the 
eyesight, is by the use’ of what is 
known as o Snellen’. chart which 
consists of rows of lettcrs of various 
sizes. The patient who is being 
examined is placed 20 feet away 
from the chart, and St is assumed, If 
he can rend the Hine marked 20, that 
his vision is normal or 20-20, 


According to Dr John DeWitt 
Schonwald, many persons with 20-20 
vision do not have normally func- 
tioning ‘eyes and, in consequence, 
may develop symptoms of eye 
fatigue, stich-ns headache. Unable 


lo_use their_eyes for‘intensive study, 


they may lose interest in thelr work 
or may even stop school entirely. 


In these casey, much of the 
difficulty is due to fatigue of the 
muscle which controls the Jens of 
the eye. This muscle is called the 
ciliary muscle. Twa types of eye 
conditions are associated with over- 
work of this muscle, namely fat- 
sightedness and astigmatism. 


Cornea and Lens: 


In astigmatism, etther or both: of 
two important structures of the eyo 
are slightly misshapen, These are 
the cornea, or front part of the cye- 
ball, and the lens, If these are not 
exactly spherical in shape, the dis 
tortion is such that a- perfect image 
cannot be produced on the retina or 
back of the eye under any circum= 
stances.. Nevertheless, If the distor- 
tion Is not great, the eye makes the 
attempt to do''so, ‘secking a- clear 
Image by constant ; adjustments of 
the ciliary muscle. Thus, the cillary 
muscle ‘ts overworked, with the re- 
sult that fatigue, headache, and blur- 
red_ vision ‘occur. 


A speclal test, using a glass lens, 
is necessary, fo, detect astigmhtism. 
Hyperopla: or: farsightedness can ‘also 
be readily found by. using.a pair of 
glasses fitted with a-speclal lens, .1f 
the person can ‘read through ° such 
Mlasses, {tf is proved that the cyc. i+ 
hot normal.

The draft of a revised War 
Rents Relicf Ordinance is pub- 


lished in the Government 
Gazette issued today. 


In tho objects and renosons it Is 
stated that it was originally, Inten- 
ded to relieve tenants from payment 
of rent In cases where thelr bene- 
Aclal enjoyment of premiscs had 
been frustrated by an event at- 
tributable to the Jopancse occupa- 
tlon. This was criticised partly on 
the ground that It was encouraging 
landlords to suc.in olher cases and 
also because it did not reileve from 
payment of rent elther tenants who, 
in the absence of their landlords, 
had pald the Japanese Hent OMice 
or tenants who had ‘preserved pre- 
mises from Idotera and who had 

. been led to believe that no claims 
would be made against them by 
thelr landlords, . 

Meanwhile a representative mect- 
ing of property owners had alrendy 
decided that, provided they were not 
called upon to pay Crown rent, they 
were prepared to walve all clalms 
for rent accruing due In the period 
from the commencement of local 
hostilltics until the Hbcratlon of the 
Colony. Such rent ts hereinafter. re- 
ferred to as “War Rent.” 

Government is entitled to collect 
arrears of Crown rent though It 
must give credit for whatever was 
pald to the Japanese Occupation 
Authorities.
